MINISTRY OF DEFENCE 


No. 2397, dated 2nd December, 1957. — An examina- 
tion for admission to the Military College for the 2'6th 
Course commencing in January, 1959 will be held by 
the Union Public Service Commission at Allahabad, 
Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi, Hyderabad, Ludhiana, 
Madras, Nagpur, Patna. Shillong and Srinagar some 
time in May, 1158. 

The centres are liable to be changed at the discre- 
tion of the Commission. 

2. Candidates who qualify at the written examina- 
tion conducted by the Commission will be required to 
appear before a Services Selection Board for inter- 
view and a Physical Endurance Test by the Special 
Medical Board. 

3. The approximate number of vacancies to be 
offered for entry into the Military College as a result 
of this examination will be 49. The number of vacan- 
cies is liable to alteration. 

4. A candidate must be an unmarried male and 
must either he: — 

fa) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or 
former French possession in India, or 

(d) a person of Indian Origin who has migrated 
from Pakistan or from the unliberated areas 
of Jammu and Kashmir with the intention of 
permanently settling in India. 

Note 1. — The appointment of candidates in catego- 
ries (c) and (d) above will be subject to the issue of 
certificates of eligibility in their favour by the Govern- 
ment of India. The Certificate of eligibility in res- 
pect of candidates belonging to category (d) will be 
valid only for a period of one year, from the date of 
his appointment beyond which he would be retained 
in service only if he has become a citizen of India. 
Certificates of eligibility will, not, however, be neces- 
sary in the case of candidates belonging to any one 
of the following categories: — 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 

before the 19th July, 1948, and have ordinarily 
been residing in India since then; 

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 
after the 18th July 1948 but before the 30th 
September, 1948 and had got themselves regis- 
tered as citizens within the time allowed; 

fiii) Gorkha subjects of Nepal; 

Civ) Non-citizens who entered service under the 
Government of India before the commence- 
ment of the Constitution viz.. 2Gth January 
1950 and who have continued in such service 
since then. Any such person who re-entered 
or may re-enter such service with a break 
after the 2flth January 1950 will, however 
require certificate of eligibility in the usual 
way. 

Note 2. — A widower or a person who has divorced 
his wife cannot be treated as an unmarried male for 
the purpose of thfs rule.

A number of qualified candidates are rejected sub- 
•f^eotiy on medical grounds. Candidates arether^ 

mert;™u VlSed th f lr u “w" interest to get themselves 
medically examined before applying, to avoid din- 
appointment at the final stage, 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recom- 
mended by the Services Selection Board will be medi- 
cally examined by a Board of Service Doctors. A can- 
didate who is not declared fit by the Medical Board 
will not be admitted to the Military College The 
mere fact that the medical examination of a candidate 
has been carried out by a Board of Service Doctor* 
will not mean or imply that the candidate has been 
finally selected. 


The results of the Medical Board are confidential 
and cannot be divulged to anyone. The results of 
candidates declared unfit /temporarily unfit are inti- 
mated to them along with the procedure for submis- 
sion of fitness certificate and appeal. No requests 
for the results of Medical Board will be entertained 
by the President of the Medical Board. 

Candidates are advised In their own interest that 
if their vision does not come up to the standard, they 
must bring with them their correcting glasses. 

6. Candidates must undertake not to marry until 
they complete their full training. A candidate who 
marries subsequent to the date of his application, 
though successful at this or any subsequent examina- 
tion, will not be selected for training, and a candidate 
who marries whilst under training shall be discharged 
and will be liable to refund all expenditure incurred 
an him by the Government. 


? Candidates for admission to the examination must 
have been born not earlier than the 2nd January. 
1938 and not later than 1st January, 1941. These age 
limits will apply to all the candidates including per- 
sonnel serving in the regular or the Territorial Army. 
THE PRESCRIBED AGE LIMITS CAN IN NO CASE 
BE RELAXED. 


8. Candidates must have passed one of the following 
examinations : — 

(a) the Intermediate Examination of a University or Board 
appioved by the Parliament or a State Legislature, 
or an examination lccognised bv such University or 
Doaul as equivalent to its Intermediate Examination; 
or 

(b) the first year examination under the thiee-year Degree 
( om ic of tire Delhi University; or 

(c) the Pre-engineering Examination of the Delhi Poly- 
technic or the Saugot I'niversity; or 

< ci) the fatnia Senioi Examination of the Jatnia Millia 
Islamia, Delhi; or 

(c) the Cambridge Highci School Certificate examination; 

or 

tl) the Cambridge School Certificate examination and 
theieafler must have successfully completed one aca- 
demic year in a tecognised college; or 
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(g) a diploma examination in engineering provided that 
the examination is taken after a course lasting not 
less than 2 years subsequent to Matriculation and 
provided also that the examinaation is recognised by 
a State Government for employment under it; or 

(h) any other examination which may be recognised by 
the U.P.S.C. as equivalent to the above. 

Note. — Candidates who have appeared or Intend to 
appear at any of the above examinations may also 
apply for admission to this examination. The appli- 
cations of such candidates will be accepted provi- 
sionally and they will be required to furnish proof 
of having passed that examination as soon as possible 
and in any case not later than the 1st December, 1958, 
otherwise candidature will be cancelled. 

9. Candidates who were admitted to an earlier course 
at the National Defence Academy (formerly Joint 
Services Wlngl/Mllitary College (formerly Military 
Wingl/Air Force Flying College (formerly Air Force 
Academy) or Naval Training Establishments, but were 
removed therefrom on disciplinary grounds or for 
permanent medical unfitness or for lack of offlcer-like- 
qualities will not be admitted to this examination. 

Candidates who were previously withdrawn from 
the Military College (formerly Military Wing) on 
academic grounds, except those who were withdrawn 
from the NCC and Graduates' Courses on academic 
ground will not also be admitted to this examination 

10. The decision of the Union Public Service Com- 
mission as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candi- 
date for admission to the examination shall be final. 


marks secured by them in the written examination, 
the Services Selection Board tests and in the Physical 
Endurance Test. The final selection for admission to 
the Military College will be made in order of merit 
upto the number of vacancies available. 

Candidates will appear before the Services Selection 
Board, and undergo the test thereat, at their own 
risk and will not be entitled to claim any compensa- 
tion or other relief from Government m respect of any 
injury which they may sustain in the course of or 
as a result of any of the tests given t# them at a Ser- 
vices Selection Board, whether due to the negligence 
of any person or otherwise. Candidates (parents or 
guardians in the case of candidates who are minors) 
will be required to sign a certificate to this effect on 
the form appended to the application. 

18. Candidates when called for interview by a Ser- 
vices Selection Board Physical Endurance Test, Medical 
examination or for subsequent training will be eligible 
for travelling allowance in accordance with the rules 
then in force. Candidates who have previously been 
before a Services Selection Board for the same type of 
commission are not entitled to travelling allowance on 
subsequent occasions. 

19. Success at the examination confers no right of 
admission to the Military College. 

A candidate must satisfy the Union Public Service 
Commission and the appointing authority that he is 
suitable in ail respects for admission to the Military 
College. 


11. A candidate found guilty of impersonation or 
of submitting fabricated document or documents which 
have been tampered with or of making statements 
which are Incorrect or false or suppressing material 
information or of using or attempting to use unfair 
means In the examination hall or otherwise resorting 
to any other Irregular or improper means for obtain- 
ing admission to the examination may, in addition 
to rendering himself liable to a criminal prosecution 
be debarred either permanently or for a specified 
period: — 

(a) by the Commission from admission to any 
examination or appearance at any interview 
held by the Commission for selection of candi- 
dates; and 

(b) by the Central Government from employ- 
ment under the Government. 

12. No candidates shall be admitted to the examina- 
tion unless he holds a certificate of admission from 
the Union Public Service Commission, 

13. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to 
obtain support for his candidature bv any means may 
disqualify him for admission. 

14. The maximum number of candidates to be ad- 
mitted to the examination may at the discretion of the 
Union Public Service Commission be limited to such 
number as the Commission may decide. If a limit is 
imposed and the number of candidates exceeds that 
limit, the Union Public Service Commission shall 
select from amongst the applicants those who shall he 
admitted to the examination and shall have regard in 
so doing to the suitability of the applicants for ad- 
mission to the Military College. 

16. The examination will be conducted by the Union 
'Public Service Commission in the manner prescribed 
in Appendix II. 

16. Candidates must pay the fees prescribed in 
Appendix III. No claim for a refund of these fees will 
ordinarily be entertained except to the extent stated 
In the Appendix nor can they be held In reserve for 
any other examination or selection- 

17. The Union Public Service Commission shall pre- 
pare a list of candidates in order of their merit as dls 
closed by the aggregate marks awarded to each candl 
date at the written examination. The candidates who 
obtain qualifying marks at the written examination 
shall appear before a Services Selection Board for 
Intelligence and Personality Tests The maximum 
number of marks obtainable at the Services Selection 
Board interview will be 900. Candidates who obtain 
the minimum qualifying marks at the Services Selec- 
tion Board tests will be subjected to p Phvsicsl Endur- 
ance Test, details of which are: given in Appendix IV 
for which there will separately be a maximum of 200 
marks, To be acceptable, candidates should secure the 
minimum qualifying marks in the Physical Endurance 
Teat also. Subject to this condition, they will then he 
placed in the order of merit on the basis of the total 


20. Before the candidate joins the Military College — 

(a) he will be required to sign a certificate to the 
effect that he fully understands that he or his 
legal heirs shall not be entitled to claim any 
compensation or other relief from the Govern- 
ment in respect of any injury which he may 
sustain in the course of or as a result of the 
training to be undergone by him at the 
Military College, whether due to the negli- 
gence of any person or otherwise; 

(b) his parent or guardian will be required to 
sign a bond to the effect that, if for any reason 
considered within his control, the candidate 
wishes to withdraw before the completion of 
the course or fails to accept a commission, 
if offered, he will be liable to refund the 
whole or such portion of the cost of tuition, 
food, clothing and pay and allowances receiv- 
ed, as may be decided upon by Government. 

21. Candidates who have also applied for the Indian 
Navy Examination for admission as Special Entry 
cadets into the Indian Navy or for the Indian Air 
Force Examination for admission into the Air Force 
Flying College must exercise their final option before 
joining the Military College. After admission, they 
will be considered neither for Special Entry in the 
Navy nor for direct commission in the Air Force. 


22. Candidates finally selected will undergo a course 
of training for about two years. Candidates will be 
enrolled under the Army Act as ‘gentlemen cadets. 
Gentlemen cadets will be dealt with for ordinary dis- 
ciplinary purposes under the rules and regulations of 
the Military College. 


23 While the cost of training including necom- 
lodation, books, uniforms, boarding and medical 
eatraent, will be borne by Government, candidates 
ill be expected to mcel their pocket expenses them- 
dves. The minimum expenses at the Military College 
-e not likely to exceed Rs. 40 per mensem. If a cadet s 
arent or guardian is unable to meet wholly or partly, 
/en this expenditure, financial assistance may be 
anted by the Government. No cadet whose parent 
- guardian has an income of Rs. 300 per mensem or 
bove would be eligible for the grant of the financial 
distance. The immovable property and other assets 
nd income from all sources are also taken mto ae- 
iunt for determining the eligibility for financial

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24. Candidates Anally selected lor training at the 
Military College will be required to deposit the follow- 
ing amount with the Commandant on arrival; —

25. The following scholarships are tenable at the 
Military College. 

1. PARSHURAM BHAU PATWARDHAN SCHO- 
LARSHIP. — This scholarship is awarded to cadets 
from Maharashtra and Karnatak. The value of one 
scholarship is upto a maximum of Rs. 1,000 per annum 
for the duration of a cadet’s stay at the Military 
College, subject to the cadet making satisfactory 
progress. The cadets who are granted this scholar- 
ship will not be entitled to any other financial 
assistance from the Government. 


2. COLONEL KENDAL FRANKS MEMORIAL 
SCHOLARSHIP. — This scholarship is of the value of 
Rs. 300/- per annum and is granted to a Maratha 
cadet who should be the son of an er-serviceman. The 
scholarship is in addition to any financial assistance 
from the Government. 


26. An outfit allowance at the rates and under the 
general conditions applicable at the time for each 
cadet belonging to the Military College will be placed 
at the disposal of the Commandant of the College 
The unexpended portion of this allowance will be— 

(a) handed over to the cadet on his being granted 
a commission; or 

(b) If he is not granted a commission, refunded 
to the State. 

On being granted a , commission, articles of clothing 
and necessaries purchased from this allowance shall 
become the personal property of the cadet. Such 
articles will, however, be withdrawn from a cadet who 
resigns whilst under training or who is removed or 
withdrawn prior to commissioning. The articles with- 
drawn will be disposed of to the best advantage of 
the State. 

27. No candidate will normally be permitted to re- 
sign whilst under training. A civilian candidate who 
is not considered suitable to complete the full course 
of training may with the permission of the Army 
Headquarters be discharged. An Army candidate under 
these circumstances will be reverted to his Regiment 
or Corps. 

28. Commissions will be granted only on successful 
completion of training. The date of commission will 
be that following the date of successful completion of 
training, Commissions will be permanent, 

29. Pay and allowances, pension, leave and other 
conditions of service, after the grant of commission, 
will be identical with those applicable from time to 
time to regular officers of the Army.

APPENDIX I 

Physicial Standards tor Admission to the Military 
College 

To be passed fit for admission to the Military 
College a candidate must be in good physical and men- 
tal health and free from any disability likely to inter- 
fere with the eiflcient performance of duty. 

2. It will however be ensured that — - 

fa) there is no evidence of weak constitution, im- 
perfect development, serious malformation or 
obesity. 

(b) there is no maldevelopment or impairment of 
function of the bones or joints. 

(c) there is no impediment of speech. 

(d) there is no malformation of the head, deform- 
ity from fracture or depression of the bones 
of the skull. 

(e) there Is no impaired hearing, discharge from 
or disease of either ear, unhealed perfora- 
tion of the tympanic membranes or signs of 
acute or chronic suppurative otitis media or 
evidence of radical or modified radical mas- 
toid operation. 


Note. — A soundly healed perforation without any 
impairment of the mobihty of the drum and without 
impairment of hearing should not be a bar to accep- 
tance of a candidate for the Army. 

(f) there is no disease of the bones or cartilages of 

the nose or nasal polypus or disease of the 
nasopharynx 

(g) there are no enlarged glands in the neck and 
other parts of the body and that the thyroid 
gland is normal. 

N.B — Scars of operations for the removal of 
tuberculous glands are not a cause for 
rejection provided that there has been 
no active disease within the preceding 
5 years and the chest is clinically and 
radiologically dear. 

(h) there is no disease of the throat, palate, ton- 
sils or gums or disease or injury affecting the 
normal function of either mandibular joint. 

N.B —Simple hypertrophy of the tonsils. If 
there is no history of attacks of tonsillitis, 
is not a cause for rejection. 

(i) there is no sign of functional or organic 
disease of the heart and blood vessels. 

(j) there is no evidence of pulmonary tuberculosis 
or previous history of this disease or any 
other chronic disease of the lungs. 

(k) there is no evidence of any disease of the 
digestive system including any abnormality 
of the liver and spleen. 

(l) theie Is no hernia or tendency thereto. 

(m) there is no hydrocele, or definite varicocele 
or any other disease or defect of the genital 
organs. 

N.B. — A candidate who has been operated for 
a hydrocele will be accepted if there are 
no abnormalities of the cord and testicle 
and there is no evidence of fllariasls. 

(n) there is no fistula and/or fissure of the anus 

or evidence of haemorrhoids. 

( 0 ) there is no disease of the kidneys. Cases show- 
ing albuminuria or glycosuria will not be 
accepted. 

(p) there Is no disease of the skin unless tem- 
porary or trivial. Scars which by their extent 
or position cause or are likely to cause dis- 
ability or marked disfigurement are a cause 
for rejection. 

(q) there is n 0 active, latent or congenital venereal 
disease. 

(r) there Is no history or evidence of mental 
disease. Candidates sullering from epilepsy, 
incontinence of urine, or enuresis will not be 
accepted. 

(s) there is no squint or morbid condition of the 
eye or of the lids which is liable to a risk of 
aggravation or recurrence. 

(t) there is no active trachoma or its complica- 
tions. 

N.B.— Remedial operations are to be perform- 
ed prior to entry. No guarantee is given 
of ultimate acceptance and it should be 
clearly understood by the candidates that 
the decision whether an operation Is 
desirable or necessary is one to be made 
by his private medical adviser. The Gov- 
ernment will accept no liability regarding 
the result of operation or any expense 
Incurred. 

3. Standards for Height, Weight and Chest measure - 

merits. 

(a) Height 

(t) The height of a candidate will be measured by 
making" him stand against the standard with 
his feet together. The weight should be 
thrown on the heels and not on the toes or 
outer sides of the feet. He will stand erect 
without rigidity and with the heels, calves, 
buttocks and shoulders touching the standard; 
the chin will be depressed to bring the vertex; 
of the head level under the horizontal bar, 
and the height will be recorded in inches and 
quarter parts thereof. 

(ii) The minimum acceptable height for a candi- 
date is 02 Inches except in the case ot 
Gorkha, Nepalese, Assamese and Garhwaii 
candidates in whose case the height In corre- 
lation table at (b) (i) below may be reduced 
by two inches. 
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(b) Weight — 

(i) Weight will be taken with the candidate fully 
stripped or with under-pants only. In record- 
ing weight, fraction of a lb. will not be noted 
A correlation table between age, height and 
average weight ia given below for guidance

(ii) It is not possible to lay down precise standards 
for weight in relation to height and age. The 
correlation table is, therefore, only a guide and 
cannot be applied universally. A 10 per cent, 
departure from the average weight given in 
the table is to be considered as within normal 
limits. There may nevertheless be some indi- 
viduals who according to the above standard 
may be overweight but from the general build 
of the body are nt in every respect. The over- 
weight in such cases may be due to heavy 
bones and muscular development and not to 
obesity. Similarly for those who are under 
weight, the criteria should be the general build 
of the body and proportionate development 
rather than rigid adherence to the standards 
in the above table. 

(c) Cheat. — The chest should be well-developed with 
a minimum range of expansion of 2 inches. The candi- 
date’s chest will be measured by making him stand 
erect with his feet together, and his arms raised over 
his head. The tape will be so adjusted round the 
chest that its upper edge touches the inferior angles 
of the shoulder-blades behind, and its lower edge the 
upper part of the nipples in front. The arms will 
tnen be lowered to hang loosely by the side. Care 
will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown up- 
wards or backwards so as to displace the tape. The 
candidate will then be directed to take a deep inspira- 
tion several times, and the maximum and minimum 
expansions of the chest will be carefully noted. The 
ninlmum and maximum will then be recorded in

In recording the measurements, fractions of less 
than half an inch should not be noted, 

4. Dental condition — 

it should be ensured that a sufficient number of 
ratural and sound teeth are present for efficient masti- 
cation. 

(a) A candidate must have a minimum of 14 
dental points to be acceptable. In order to 
assess the dental condition of an individual, 
points are allotted as under for teeth in good 
apposition with corresponding teeth in the 
other jaw. 

(i) Central incisor, lateral incisor, canine, 1st 
and 2nd premolar and under- developed 
3rd molar 1 point each. 


(ii) 1st and 2nd molar and fully developed 
3rd molar 2 points each. 

When all 32 teeth are present, there will be 
•a total count of 22 points. 

(b) The following teeth in good functional apposi- 
tion must be present in each jaw; — - 

(i) Any 4 of the 6 anteriors. 

(ii) Any 6 of the 10 posteriors. 

(c) Candidates suffering from severe pyorrhoea 
will be rejected. Where the state of pyorrhoea 
Is such that in the opinion of the dental- 
officer it can be cured without extraction of 
teeth, the candidates may be accepted.

Note 1. — On completion of training at the time of 
commissioning or in case of direct entrants at the 
time of commissioning a relaxation of distant vision 
without glasses may be made and individuals with 
unaided vision of less than 6/60 in each eye accepted 
for commission in ASC, AOC, EME, AEC and RVTC 
provided corrected vision is not less than 6/6 in one 
eye and 6/18 in the worse eye. 


Note 2. — Candidates must possess good binocular 
vision. 


Hearing Standard- 

Hearing will be tested by speech test. Where 
required audiometric records will be also taken. 

(a) Speech test.— The candidate should be able to 
hear a forced whisper with each ear separately stand- 
ing with his back to the examiner at a distance of 20 
feet in a reasonably quiet room. The examiner should 
whisper with the residual air; that is to say at the 
end of an ordinary expiration. 

(b) Audiometric record -. — The candidate will have 
no loss of hearing in either ear at frequencies 128 to 
4086 cycles per second. (Audiometry reading between 
4-10 and —10).

5, From the marks assigned to candidates in each 
subject, such deduction wilt be made as the Commis- 
sion may consider necessary in order to secure that no 
credit is allowed for merely superficial knowledge, 

6, Deductions up to 5% of the maximum marks for 
written subjects will be made for illegible hand- 
writing.

(2) Precis writing, A passage of 300 to 3 BO words 
may be given. 

(3) Letter writing, Narration, Description and 
Dialogue writing. 

(4) Questions on synonyms, antonyms, idiomatic 
use of words arjd phrases and common errors, 
If necessary, to be split into parts. 

(5) Parts of speech, Simple Analysis, Syntax and 
direct and Indirect speech. 

Note. — Questions 1 and 2 will be compulsory. Al- 
ternative questions may be set as far as questions 3, 

4 and 5 are concerned. The object of the paper Is to 
test the candidate’s ability to write the English lan- 
guage correctly. Account will be taken of arrange- 
ment of subject matter, general expression and com- 
mand of English. 

GENERAL KNOWLEDGE AND CURRENT AFFAIRS 

I 

There will be two papers. 

Paper I— dealing mainly with Current Affairs and 
History. 

Paper II— dealing with Science and Geography. 

The following syllabus is designed to Indicate the 
scope of each subject included in these papers. The 
topics mentioned are not to be regarded as exhaustive 
and questions on topics of similar nature and nol 
mentioned in the syllabus may also be asked. Candi- 
dates answers are expected to show their intelligent 
understanding of the question and not knowledge of 
any text books. 

PAPER I 

Current Events.— Knowledge of Important events 
that have happened in India during the past two 
years. India’s system of Government. Important 
measures of legislation whether undertaken by the 
Parliament or State Legislatures. Broad questions of 
India’s policy relating to foreign affairs.

Indian History. — Broad outline knowledge of Indian 
History, Knowledge of India’s ancient culture and 
civilization as disclosed by monuments, ancient build- 
ings and masterpieces of literature. Growth of self- 
Government. Main stages in the national movement 
leading to Independence. 

World History— Elementary knowledge of major 
(rvents in world history. Reforms or national move- 
ments such as represented by the French Revolution, 
Industrial Revolution In the U. K,, the American 
War of Independence, the foundation of U.S.S.R., 
World Wars I and II, Modern freedom movements 
in Asia,

Physics, — Physical properties and states of matter 
and simple measurements of mass, weight, density 
and specific gravity.

Eminent Scientists and their achievements. 

Geography — 

The shape and movements of the earth. Time, 
Night and Day and the Seasons. Climate and wea- 
ther — and main climatic and vegetation regions. The 
Earth’s crust-erosion, transportation and deposition; 
earthquakes and volcanoes. Tides and ocean currents. 
Maps, 

Human occupations and activities in relation to 
Geographical factors. 

The Geography of India with special reference to 
the above. 

MATHEMATICS I 

Arithmetic.— Candidates should be familiar with the 
British, Metric and Indian systems of weights and 
measures and with the monetary systems of pounds, 
shillings and pence; rupees, annas and pies. 

Umtary method, vulgar and decimal fractions and 
the extraction of square roots; proportion and propor- 
tional parts; calculation of averages; percentage; 
simple and compound Interest; profit and loss; 
stocks and shares. Elementary mensuration. Can- 
didates will be required to know simple formulae for 
determining volumes and areas associated with the 
rectangular block, the circular syllnder and the 
sphere, 

Candidates may be required to give results to a 
specified degree of approximation, but the use of con- 
tracted methods of multiplication and division is not 
essential. 

MATHEMATICS II 

Algebra. — Elementary algebraic operations, formulae 
expressing arithmetical generalisation; change of sub- 
ject of a fromula, factors and fractions. The use of 
fractional and negative indices and the elementary 
theory of logarithms. Solution of linear equations in- 
volving not more than two unknowns and quadratic 
equations involving only one unknown; the solution 
of simultaneous equation, one linear and one quadra- 
tic, involving two ‘ unknowns; and simple problems 
leading to such equations. The use of the remainder 
theorem; ratio and proportion; variation. Graphs and 
their simple applications. 

Note. — In all calculations candidates will be per- 
mitted to use logarithmic tables. 

Geometry. — The paper in Geometry will contain 
questions on Practical and Theoretical Geometry. 

The questions on Practical Geometry will be set on 
the constructions contained in Schedule A, together 
with easy extensions of them. In cases where the 
validity of a construction is not obvious, the reason- 
ing by which it is justified may be required. Every 
candidate must provide himself with a ruler graduated 
in inches and tenths of an inch, and in centimeters 
and millimeters, a set square, a protractor, compass 
and a fairly hard pencil. All figures must be drawn 
accurately and distinctly. Questions may be set in 
which the use of the set square or of the protractor is 
forbidden. 

The questions on Theoretical Geometry will consist 
of theorems contained in Schedule H, together with 
questions upon these theorems, easy deductions from 
them, and arithmetical Illustrations. Any proof of a 
proposition will be accepted which appears to the 
examiner to form part of a systematic treatment of 
the subject; the order in which the theorems are 
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stated in Schedule B is not imposed as a sequence of 
their treatment. In the proof of theorems and deduc- 
tions from them, the use of hypothetical construc- 
tions will be permitted 

Questions will be set on Schedules A(i), A(ii), 
Aim) and B(i), B(ii), Bun). The use of algebraical 
symbols and (in the solution of riders) of trigonometri. 
cal ratios is permitted.

Procedure for conducting the Physical Endurance 
Test 

The test will be In respect of the following: — 

(i) Vital capacity, and 

(ii) Exercise tolerance score. 


Vital capacity will be measured by a wet spirometer. 
The candidate will stand with the mouth piece of the 
instrument in bis right hand. His nose will be clipped 
and test will be made for any leak through the nose. 
He will then take a maximum possible breath and 
empty his chest through the mouth piece into the 
spirometer. Three trials will be made in each case and 
the maximum reading will be taken as total vital 
capacity in c c. The vital capacity will be later on 
reduced to c.c. per square meter of the body surface and 
adequate corrections for temperature will be made. As 
regards the exercise tolerance test, the candidate will 
be dressed in vest and shorts and will be barefooted. 
He will be made to do “baithaks” at 40 cycles per 
minute The rhythm will be maintained bv a simple 
pendulum 22" Jong, frequency of its oscillations being 
40 per minute. The exercise will be carried on till the 
candidate is exhausted or upto a maximum limit of 
2 minutes He will then be made to sit and pulse 
will be counted half a minute after cessation of the 
exercise for exactly 00 seconds.

— Tho date of birth ordinarily 
accepted by the Commission is that entered in the 
Matriculation Certificate or in the Secondary School 
Leaving Certificate, or in a certificate recognised by an 
Indian University as equivalent to Matriculation or In 
an extract from a Register of Matriculates maintained 
by a University which extract must be certified by the 
Di'oPfr authority of the University. The expression 
Matriculation Certificate in this part of the instructions 
must be understood as including these alternative 
certificates. 

Candidates will thus understand that the Matricula- 
tion Certificate is required in all cases as evidence of 
age and it must invariably be sent to the Commission 
hi original with a copy thereof, together with the 
application.
